VISALIA —- Agricultural 
income in Tulare county 
held at a near record level 
in 1967, according toAgri- 


cultural Commissioner El- 
vin O. Mankins, with the 
1967 figure of $364,729,000 
surpassed only by the re- 
vised 1966 figure of $373,- 
408,000. 

The 1967 figure, how- 
ever, does not entirely re- 
flect the citrus loss result- 
ing from the December, 
1967 freeze. 

Although agricultural in- 
come from all California 
counties has not been re- 
leased as yet, it appears 
that Tulare county will re- 
tain its long-time position 
in the top counties of the 
state - which means the 
top four counties of Ameri- 
ca. 

Order of value of the five 
highest crops was: Live- 
stock, $74,406,000; citrus, 
$58,950,000; grapes, $46,- 
594,000; cotton, $30,203,- 
000; and alfalfa hay, $26,- 
560,000. 

A summary of the de- 
tailed report shows the fol- 
lowing acreage increases 
during 1967: Navel or- 
anges, up 1,668 acres, to 
50,503 acres; Valencia or- 
anges up 338 acres to 23,- 
863 acres; lemons up 201 
acres to 2,699 acres; 
prunes up 771 acres to 3,- 
933 acres, and walnuts up 
1,049 acres to 17,489

SACRAMENTO - Among 
the numerous pieces of 
legislation Senator Howard 
Way has introduced into the 
current session of the 
legislature is one which 
would permit school boards 
to authorize a minimum 
school year below the 
present maximum of 175 
school days by lengthen- 
ing the school day 15 min- 
utes. 

“The purpose of the 
legislation is to allow 
school boards to open 
school later in September 
without disturbing the va- 
cation schedule and the 
closing of the school year 
in those agricultural coun- 
ties where school often 
opens at the height of the 
harvest season,”’ Senator 
Way said. 

“It would be especially 
useful in emergencies 
which occurred last year 
in our district when weath- 
er conditions contributed 
to the late maturity of crops 
and many farmers were 
faced with a labor crisis.
